Students who work while 
going to school add anoth- 
er level of difficulty to an 
already busy college life. 

“We do have about 72 per- 
cent of our students receiv- 
ing financial aid and we do 
see a percentage of those 
students reporting income 
when they file the FAFSA,” 
said Anita Kermes, director 
of Financial Aid. “There 
are a lot of our students 
working part-time to help 
defer costs or pay for their 
housing and transportation 
needs, which helps keep 
student loan borrowing to 
a minimum.” 

Students tend to bear 
more of the financial bur- 
den now because of the 
state-wide higher educa- 
tion fund cuts due to the 


recession. 

“You have to learn good 
time management | skills, 
be good at scheduling and 
organizing,” said Associat- 
ed Students, Inc. President 
Melissa Bardo. “I have 
my calendar linked to my 
email, to help remind me 
of classes and events I need 
to attend.” 

Working on campus can 
be one of the best ways to 
help students succeed, Bar- 
do said. 

“Working on campus can 
keep students engaged in 
what is going on at their 
school,” Bardo said. 

Some students have found 
that working on homework 
with their children can help 
create a stronger family 
bond and gives them the 
chance to help themselves 
and their family. 

“Luckily I have a good 


support system here, it ac- 
tually brought us closer 
together,” said ‘Trevor Van- 
Ginkle, a Sac State finance 

major. “Now my kids and I 
sit around the table, cut up 
some fruit and snacks, and 
put on some classical mu- 
sic and work on homework 
together, we all bond over 
having to do schoolwork at 
home.” 

Sac State offers multiple 
resources for students to 
help balance a work and 
school schedule. 

One of those program is 
Active Minds, which helps 
to educate the campus 
about mental health and 
emotional wellness issues 
such as depression, anxiety, 
stress management, eating 
disorders and body image 
as well as suicide preven- 
tion. Services are offered 
by Peer Health Educators 


with a focus on provid- 
ing outreach, promoting 
awareness campaigns, in- 
teractive workshops, and 
presentations to the Sac- 
ramento State community 
under the direct supervi- 
sion of the Sacramento 
State Student Health and 
Counseling Services. staff, 
according to www.shcssac- 
state.org/wellness-promo- 
tion/active-minds, the ac- 
tive minds website. 

“['m lucky enough that 
my job will work around 
my schedule but it gets 
rough doing 15 units in 
two days,” VanGinkle said. 
“Right now I work all night 
long leaving my family 
home at nights. We all hate 
it, but we know that when I 
graduate in a year, life will 
get a lot easier and hopeful- 
ly money won’t be as much 
of an issue.”

Associated Students, Inc. 
started the Pop Up Pantry 
in attempt to provide fresh 
produce to students. This 
service of the Food Pantry 
is offered once a month to 
students. 

ASI President Melissa 
Bardo said the student gov- 
ernment can recognize that 
students who struggle with 
food insecurities can also 
struggle finding healthier 
foods. 

“The idea of the Pop Up 
Pantry came from the ASI 
farmers market that we 
used to have, but it wasn’t 


- 


being utilized very often, in 
fact we weren’t making sales 
to students it was mostly to 
faculty,” Bardo said. “Since 
we run on student dollars 
we did not think it was ap- 
propriate to fund the farm- 
ers market for faculty. We 
instead decided to allocate 
the funds for the farmers 
market into the operation 
of the Food Pantry.” 

As a way to provide 
healthier eating options, 


. ASI partnered with the 


Central Downtown Food 
Basket to distribute fresh 
produce at no cost to Sac 
State students with a valid 
OneCard. 

“The ASI Pop Up Pantry 
is also for students in need,

Early this semester, a new 

committee was formed at 
Sacramento State to ad- 
dress issues facing trans- 
gender and gender-non- 
conforming faculty and 
students on campus. 

The Transgender Policy 
Committee, originally the 
brainchild of the dean of 
University Library Amy 
Kautzman, is intended to 
make the campus a safer, 
more inclusive environ- 
ment for trans individuals. 

Kautzman said she first 
became engaged with 
these issues because of a 
younger family member 
transitioning. 

“That’s when I started to 
think, what are the ways in 
which I can make this kid’s 
life easier,’ Kautzman 
said. 

One of the big issues 
transgender members of 
the campus community 
face is a serious lack of 
all-gender restrooms, said 
Chris Kent, program co- 
ordinator of the PRIDE 
Center on campus. 

According to the trans- 
gender resource guide, a 
pamphlet produced by 
the PRIDE Center, there 
are only 10 all-gender, sin- 
gle-occupancy restrooms 
on campus, including one 
in the PRIDE Center. 

Establishing more sin- 
gle, all-gender restrooms 
on campus is one of the 
Transgender Policy Com- 
mittee’s many plans, 
Kautzman said. 

“This is just giving people 
dignity to use the bath- 
room. We don’t want to 
ever be a place like Hous- 
ton where they just vot- 
ed down people’s basic 
human rights to use a re- 
stroom,” Kautzman said. 
“We want to be a loving 
and caring campus.” 

Kautzman was _refer- 
ring to Proposition 1, also 
known as the Houston 
Equal Rights Ordinance, 
being voted down on Nov. 
a. 

Creating more _ single, 
all-gender restrooms on 
campus isn’t a simple task, 
Kautzman said, as there 
are federal, state and local 
laws in place dictating how 
many men’s and women’s 
restrooms there need to be. 

Kautzman started a sim- 
ilar project at UC Davis

be more politically aware.” 
Roger Dickinson, SSIS 
practitioner in residence 
and debate moderator, 
said he was pleased to par- 
ticipate in the debate and 
spoke on its value. 

“This is a real exercise 
in civic engagement and 
a exercise in the market- 
place of ideas so that peo- 
ple are exchanging their 
views and promoting oth- 
ers to think about these 
different issues,” Dickin- 
son said. “The debaters 
did really well, they clearly 
did their homework and 
were prepared with large- 
ly thoughtful responses. 
They gave the audience 
contrasting views on some 
difficult questions and it 
was gréat.” 

Shannon Griffin, senior 
english major and Repub- 
lican debater, discussed 
the purpose of the debate 


and why it is important for 
Sac State. 

“There’s not a huge polit- 
ical voice on campus, Sac 
State does a lot of great 
things but we don’t have 
a lot of political events so 
this gives a voice to that 
aspect of our lives that we 
don’t pay much attention 
to,” Griffin said. 

Marcus Wolf, | senior 
government major and 
Democratic debater, said 
he hopes people learned 
something from the 
debate. 

“I hope it promotes civ- 
ic engagement and it gets 
more people involved and 
interested in the important 
issues,” Wolf said. “Peo- 
ple tend to not think very 
much about politics, but 
I think it’s very important 
and that’s why I’m in this 
club and it’s the reason 
why I chose to do this.”

three years ago. Accord- 
ing to Elizabeth Coté, di- 
rector of the UC Davis 
LGBTOQIA Resource Cen- 
ter, there are now 77 sin- 
gle, all-gender restrooms 
on the campus. 

Another issue for the 
transgender community 
on campus is there is no 
current preferred name 
system set up, Kent said. 
‘Transitioning students 
who have not had a legal 
name change yet have to 
tell their professors their 
preferred names at the 
start of each semester. 

On Friday, Nov. 20, the 
PRIDE Center will be 
hosting the Transgender 
Day of Healing event that 
is intended for transgender 
or  gender-nonconform- 
ing attendees only. Often, 
mixed events can devolve 
into debate or educational 
sessions for non-trans peo- 
ple, Kent said. 

“We want to be really fo- 
cused on healing and com- 
mon experiences,” Kent 
said. 

Kent said the main activ- 
ities of the event will re- 
volve around meditation, 
community building, and 
memorializing transgen- 
der people who have died 
from violent crimes against 
the community in recent 
years. 

According to a_ report 
released by the Anti-Vio- 
lence Project, a New York- 
based organization — that 
tracks crimes against the 
LGBT community, there 
were over 250 confirmed 
cases of hate violence 
against trans people in 
2014, not including the 11 
murders that year. 
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Online life gets attention

Students at Sacramento 
State were made aware 
of cyber exploitation as 
a crime in both state law 
and also university policy 
through an email that was 
sent from the Office of the 
Vice President for Human 
Resources on Nov. 2. 

Cyber exploitation is the 
non-consensual _ distribu- 
tion or publication of in- 
timate photos or videos 
online, according to Cal- 
ifornia’s Office of the At- 
torney General website. 
According to the email, 
posting —_ sexually-explic- 
it videos on social media 
of students from specific 
events can cause them to 
have emotional stress and 
embarrassment. 

“The campus community 
should also remember that 
a person incapacitated by 
alcohol or drugs cannot 
consent to sexual activity,” 
according to the email. 

Sac State Chief of Police 
Mark Iwasa said this par- 
ticular case didn’t get re- 
ported through Sac State 
police. 

“First of all, we would 


write a student incident re- 
port in all those cases and 
forward those on to Stu- 
dent Affairs,” Iwasa said. 
“Depending on the nature 
of the images, it may or 
may not meet with a vio- 
lation of criminal law. If 
there is a violation of crim- 
inal law, and the victim is 
willing to prosecute, we 
would forward that case to 
the district attorney’s office 
for review.” 

Director of Equal Oppor- 
tunity William Bishop said 
the email was sent in re- 
sponse to an issue brought 
to the office’s attention. 

“Although we were not 
able to confirm or deny 
the validity of the infor- 
mation... we thought it was 
a perfect opportunity to 
remind the campus com- 
munity of the pitfalls of 
posting explicit images on 
social media,” Bishop said. 

Information regarding a 
specific incident has not 
been released. 

Bishop encourages stu- 
dents to visit the “We 
Care- we will help” sexu- 
al violence prevention to 
learn more on how to re- 
port sexual violence or ha- 
rassment issues. 


Some Sac State students 
discussed how they should 
behave through social me- 
dia when they or a friend is 
in an intoxicated state. 

“If you’re going to post 
something like that make 
sure it’s about yourself be- 
cause it’s your personality,” 
said Brian Vargas, a sociol- 
ogy major. “It’s kind of 
wrong to be doing it about 
[someone else]. It’s kind of 
bullying in a sense because 
you don’t know what oth- 
er people are going to say 
about them and it can hurt 
somebody.” 

Vargas also said posting 
a photo of an intoxicated 
friend could bring about 
conflict between them. 
This includes being able 
to consent being recorded 
and having that content 
shared online. 

Mondana Koshfan, a 
criminal justice major, said 
when it comes to posting 
on social media, people 
tend to post whatever pho- 
tos or videos of themselves 
that they want to. 

“T think it has to do with 
the type of person you are 
and the things you do,” 
Koshfan_ said. “People 
are going to post whatev- 


er they want to post, they 
don’t care.” 

Keyasia Currie, a sociolo- 
gy major, said it would de- 
pend on who was posting 
photographs of her being 
intoxicated to judge if it 
was inappropriate. 

“Well, if it was a friend, I 
wouldn’t care as much as if 
it was a person that I didn’t 
know. Id be pretty mad if 
it was a person that I didn’t 
know,” Currie said. “But if 
it was a friend, I wouldn’t 
care too much.” 

Currie said context is 
also an important factor in 
these situations. 

“T think that if someone 
is so sloppy drunk that 
they can’t comprehend 
things or they can’t un- 
derstand anything [their 
photos] shouldn’t be post- 
ed online,’ Currie said. 
“T think if they’re able to 
consent, and you can tell 
that they’re able to con- 
sent, then I think it’s OK.” 

Students who think some- 
one is in possession of sex- 
ually explicit photos or 
videos of themselves with- 
out their consent, can con- 
tact the Office for Equal 
Opportunity on campus to 
report the issue.

“Making fresh food can 
provide students _—_- with 
more vitamins and miner- 
als than the fast or frozen 
pre-prepared alternatives. 
With the cost of college, 
purchasing fresh foods can 
seem impossible and cost- 
ly,” said Alex Byrd, a Sac 
State dietetics major and 
Food Pantry volunteer. 
“The Pop Up Pantry offers 
students the opportunity 
to obtain these fresh foods 
and improve their overall 
health and energy.” 

The Pop Up Pantry is op- 
erated off donations just as 
the Food Pantry. 

The two programs accept 
all donations of canned 
goods and _ non-perish- 


able food items as well as 
toiletries. 

Students, faculty and staff 
with the means to donate 
can do so by dropping off 
donations every Friday 
from 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. 
at the ASI Hotspot in the 
University Union. 

“Having nutritious foods 
is important for focus, en- 
ergy, productivity and can 
improve one’s overall hap- 
piness and well being,” 
Byrd said. “By providing 
fresh options, students can 
both enjoy tasty foods as 
well as get the nutrition 
they need.” 

The Pop Up Pantry will 
be available to students in 
the spring semester as well 
on the following Mondays: 
Feb. 16, March 28, and 
April 18, 2016.

Hornets ready for tournament 
Sac State earns No. 4 seed after 25-win season 


two teams as both won on 
its home courts. This is the 
first time in program histo- 
ry that Northern Arizona 
has been the regular sea- 
son conference champions. 

The invitation to the Big 
Sky ‘Tournament marks 
what has been a dramatic 
turnaround for Sac State 
this season. The same 
group of starters for Sac 
State went from 8-23 over- 
all and 3-13 in the Big Sky 
to a No. 4 seed in the Big 
Sky Tournament. 

Sac State has set the bar 
this season in terms of 
offensive numbers and 
is ranked first in the Big 
Sky in hitting percentage 
(.262), kills per set (14.26) 
and assists per set (13.07). 

The Hornets are led by 
two of the best outside 
hitters in the Big Sky in 
Lovett and Kissell. Kissell 
ended the regular season 
ranked fourth overall in 
the Big Sky in hitting per- 
centage (.322) and: third 
overall in kills, averaging 
4.18 kills per set. Kissell 
was named the Big Sky 
Player of the Week three 
times this season. 

Lovett has been playing 
her best volleyball of the 
season as of late, setting a 
season best in hitting per- 
centage (.441) on Saturday 
against Southern Utah and 


a season best in kills (21) in 
the match last Thursday 
against Northern Arizona. 

The offense doesn’t stop 
there for the Hornets at 
outside hitter as junior 
Morgan Stanley has prov- 
en a force to be reckoned 
with. In her last match 
against Southern Utah, 
she had 12 kills and a sea- 
son-best .579 hitting per- 
centage. With both Lovett 
and Kissell in their senior 
years with the Hornets, 
Stanley is the future for 
Sac State at outside hit- 
ter, according to Sac State 
coach Ruben Volta. 

“Tm excited about [Stan- 
ley] coming back next sea- 
son,” Volta said. “She car- 
ries a big load for us and 
has had some big matches 
for [us] down the stretch.” 

The Sac State offense 
has benefited from a great 
season by setter Kennedy 
Kurtz, who leads the Big 
Sky in assists averaging 
11.40 assists per set. The 
sophomore is also ranked 
fourth in the Big Sky in 
service aces, which bodes 
well for the Hornets who 
will have her setting and 
serving for the next two 
years. 

Now every match for the 
Hornets can potentially be 
the last as they get ready to 
face Northern Colorado.

Angeles’ Ribet Academy 
for the 2013-14 season, 
Dopplick averaged 15.5

and Marist University in 
New York. However, Sac 
State head coach Bunky 
Harkleroad knew he want- 
ed her for his team. 

“She’s a very heady point 
guard,” Harkleroad said. 
“She has a great under- 
standing for the game, and 
there’s a lot of things to 
like about her, especially 
for our system.” 

After watching her play 
in a tournament game last 
December in Los Angeles, 
Harkleroad and Baxter felt 
she would be a perfect fit 
for Sac State’s unique style 
of play. 

In the ‘spring of 2015, 
they invited Dopplick to 
the Sac State campus, 
where she instantly was at- 
tracted to the team and the 
coaches. 

“I chose Sac State be- 
cause they were honest,” 
Dopplick said. “Right 
from the get go, they told 
me how they thought I 
would fit in and didn’t su- 
garcoat anything.

ments and _ organizations, 
like the Career Center and 
UNIQUE, partner up with 
the Leadership Initiative 
program to host events that 
educate students on how to 
build their professional and 
academic skills. 

The program offers more 
than 150 events each semes- 
ter and encourages students 
to explore different campus 
resources. 

“T came to Sac State as an 
EOP student,” said junior 
recreation, parks and tour- 
ism administration major 
Susie Avalos. “I was intro- 
duced to Leadership Initia- 
tive and it made me par- 
ticipate in activities that I 
wouldn’t even have thought 
of attending. It helped me 
make a lot of connections 
on campus like the job I 
have and the friends I’ve 
made.” 

The LI program is de- 
signed for students to gain 
skills and knowledge by at- 


tending workshops and 
events that teach leadership 
development. 


There are four certificates, 
or stages, that participants 
must earn in sequence: 
Green, Gold, Hornet Pride 
and Leadership Initiative 
certificates. 

The Green and Gold cer- 
tificates require the partici- 
pant to attend three work- 
shops and five events from 
the areas of growth. 

The required events are 
divided into five areas of 
growth: appreciating diver- 
sity, campus life, profession- 
al development, service and 
wellness. 

These events are hosted by 
many of LI’s partnerships 
with campus groups such as 
PARC, Student Health and 


Counseling Services, As- 
sociated Students, Inc. and 
UNIQUE. 

“In general, appreciating 
diversity is a category that 
teaches students about his- 
tory of a culture. One recent 
event that a lot of students 
attended would be the Gold- 
en Acrobats event, which 
was last Thursday night,” 
said leadership programs 
coordinator for Students 
Organizations & Leader- 
ship Christina Armstrong 


Professional development 
teaches students how to 
succeed academically or 


in their occupation. These 
events include study skills 
workshops, career fairs or 
etiquette dinners. 

The service category en- 
courages students to volun- 
teer and help others. The 
blood drives on campus are 
the most popular service 
events. 

Campus life deals with any 
kind of event that promotes 
school spirit. Participants 
can cheer for campus sports 
teams, join activities and at- 
tend concerts. 

“I’m attending the Tinashe 
concert for a campus life 
event and everyone else 
should too,” said freshman 
pre-nursing student Zariah 
Carter. 

The final category, well- 
ness, provides events that 
encourages students on how 
to take care of themselves. 
Students Health and Coun- 
seling Services host many of 
these events, like Working 
Out Your Stress and healthy 
cooking demos. 

Armstrong explains the 
Green certificate workshops 
as they are focused on indi- 
vidual values, “Who are you 
as a person? As a leader? 
What are your values? Inter- 
ests? Are your beliefs about 
certain things?” 

She explains the 
certificate workshops

are 
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focused on group values. 
“Now that you know who 
you are, how does that im- 
pact the way you work with 
others in a group? What are 
your leadership styles? How 
do you work with a group 
to achieve a common goal? 
How do you handle dis- 
agreements in a civil way?” 

As students earn the re- 
maining certificates, the fo- 
cus of the program urges 
them to collaborate their 
individual and group values 
and turn them into leader- 
ship abilities. 

Armstrong said the Hornet 
Pride workshops emphasize 
community values and citi- 
zenship within a group. 

For the Leadership Initia- 
tive certificate, there are 
no required workshops or 
events. Participants earn- 
ing at this final 
stage will put to- 
gether everything 
they have learned 
and host work- 
shops/events for 
those starting the 
program. After 
students earn the 
final _ certificate, 
there are no more 
structured require- 
ments and they are 
encouraged to take 
on campus leader- 
ship roles. 

The program is 
designed for a stu- 
dent to complete 
within any span of 
time. If a partici- 
pant has earned 
credit for attend- 
ing events or work- 
shops, it will never 
expire.

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Exhibit illustrates ‘real’ Guatemala

This November, the University Li- 
brary Gallery opened a window to 
Guatemala though the photo exhi- 
bition “Guatemala ‘Today: Beyond 
the Headlines.” 

The photos were shot by Sacra- 
mento State Spanish professor Ed- 
ward Baranowski in collaboration 
with Chelsea Ramazzini. 

The exhibition, with the main ob- 
jective being to promote Guatemala 
to the Sac State community, is com- 
posed of about 50 photos taken by 
Baranowski, with informational di- 
dactic cards by Ramazzini, admis- 
sions coordinator for CASA de ES- 
PANOL Center for Language and 
Culture. : 

The 50 photos demonstrate the 
everyday life of Guatemalans, and 
is part of an effort to destigmatize 
the negative image Americans have 
about Guatemala. 

Guatemala is a third-world coun- 
try located in Central America with 
a population of about 15 million 
people, 51 percent are indigenous. It 
is a country rich in cultural diversity 
biodiversity and landscapes. Un- 
fortunately it is chased by a dense, 


dark and bloody past that opaque its 
enrichment. 

As demonstrated in the exhibition, 
the country was involved in a civil 
war from 1960 to 1966 where about 
200,000 people were killed. 

The country, which is still dealing 
with the aftermath, struggles with 
political instability and has alarm- 
ing statistics regarding poverty, child 
malnutrition 
and literacy. 

But despite 


tive statistics, 
the exhibition 
itself displays 
Guatemala’s 
more meaningful place in the world. 

Ramazzini, who has lived in Gua- 
temala and is married to a Guate- 
malan, explained the exhibition 
provides the audience with more 
realistic and inclusive images of 
Guatemala. 

“By sharing our personal experi- 
ences, paired with concrete inves- 
tigative research, we are showing 
the Sacramento State community, 
and the community at large, a dif- 
ferent take on Guatemala than what 
they might see on the news,” said 
Ramazzini. 

More than a thousand photos were

taken by Baranowski throughout his 
multiple trips to Guatemala in 2006, 
2009, 2010 and 2013. Baranowski 
explained it was not until last year 
that he came up with the idea of 
having the photos on display. 

He also mentioned all the photos 
were taken with a digital camera to 
document the experience for him- 
self and for his students.

but Guatemala is a cultural rich 

country that offers a revelation to 
anyone who goes there. 

“Guatemala is more than a head- 
lines, it is an actual country that is 
worth visiting,” said Baranowski. 
“There is another side of Guate- 
mala and you only get to know it if 
you go there.” 

He said each of the photos empha- 
sizes Guatemalan lifestyle. Viewers 
have the opportunity to see and ex- 
perience funeral rituals, food choic- 
es and the traditional clothing of 
the indeginous people living there. 

Anna Berlo, a retired Sac State 









teacher who has a Guatemalan 
daughter-in-law, said the photos 
and texts in the exhibition were an 
open door to having a better com- 
prehensible understanding of her 
daughter-in-law’s country. 

“T love to see art and this [the ex- 
hibition] is more than that,” Berlo 
said. “It is an experience of Gua- 
temala that helps me understand 
more about my daughter-in-law.” 

Another interesting fact viewers 
can experience throughout the pho- 
to exhibition is Guatemala’s strong 
family orientation. 

Throughout the display, Baranows- 
ki pointed out that although Guate- 
mala is a poor country, it is a very 
happy country. 

“They are not poor because they 
have themselves,” Baranowski said. 

The exhibition is expected to be 
on display the entire month of 
November. 

Ramazzini and Baranowski en- 
courage the Sac State community 
to go and experience for themselves 
the real image of Guatemala. 

“A friend of mine summarized it 
well when he referred to Guatemala 
as ‘such a place of paradox: poverty 
and injustice along with so much 
happiness,” Ramazzini said.
